MAILS TO GALVESTON.

PROPOSALS to carry the mail* of the United
State*, from the l*t of March, J 846, to the 28th

of February, 1850, with right to the department to
extend to tne 30th of June, 1850, from \ev> Orleans,
in Louisiana, to Galveston, in Texas, 450 mile* and
back, will be received at the Contract Office of the
Post Office Department, until the 25th day of January,1846, to be decided by jhe 31»t day of said
January.
Leave New Orleans every Saturday at 10 a. m.,

arrive at Galveston every Monday by 10 a. m.
Leave Galveston every Tuesday at 10 a. m.,

arrive at New Orleans every Thursday by 10 a. uj.
The pruposula should specii'y the mode of conveyance,whether by steam-ship or suiting-packet,

and set forth the Mize, rate, and description of the
vessel, with sufficient particularity to enable the
decision to be made, on the advice of the proper
officer* of the naval service, whether the same is or
i* not convertible into a ship-of-war. And special

1845, those proposals (being acceptable in other
reapecta) will be preferred which Khali engage to
carry the mail in a ateam ahip or abipa, and ahall
stipulate to deliver said ahip or ahipa to the United
States, or to their proper officer, on demand made,
for the purpose of being converted into a vessel or
vessels of war; the United States being bound on
their part to pay the fair full value thereof at the

The bidder may propose a different schedule of

days and hours than tne one above specified. He
may ask for an annual sum of compensation; or, in
lieu thereof, a certain proportion of the postages accruingon the mail-matter conveyed over the route;
and he may offer to carry the mail more frequentlythan once a week.

Articles of contract are to be executed by the acceptedbidder <uid by his sureties, by or before the first
day of March next. The contract is to provide,
among other things, that the pay of the trip is to lie
forfeited when the trip is not performed, and a due
proportion when a grade of service is rendered inferiorto that specified in the contract; and that fines
may be imposed, unless the delinquency be satisfactorilyexplained in due time, for failing to take
from, or to deliver into, the post office at the port of
binding, the mail belonging thereto, or any purt of
said mail; for suffering the mail, or any part of it, to
be wet, injured, lost, or destroyed; for conveying it
in a place or manner that exposes it to depredation,loss, or injury; for refusing, after demonJ made, to
